child is kept out of school until its 
brain is fairly well grown, say until 
9 or IO, that its subsequent progress 
is greater than that of children who 
must often unlearn many of the absurd 
conceptions they formed In the first 
years of school life. 
W e must realize 
that until 9 or IO. the school it m erely 
a nursery to relieve mother of the 
home care of children, a sp ecies of 
socialism to

wedded. 
Studies now given to these 
tots must be postponed until IO or Ut 
and subjects now given to these chil­ 
dren are really appopriate for the ages 
of 14 tp 17, and so on.
